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For the third consecutive year, the State of California is operating on 
a volunteer basis. The joint conference committee failed to produce a 
budget agreeable to both houses of the State legislature before the June 
30th deadline. Consequently, state employees and agencies and state 
supported programs will function on faith today. According to Senator 
Randolph Collier (D-Yreka), their faith will be rewarded by Friday 
when it is predicted a budget will be sent to Governor Reagan for 


approval 


Both the Senate and Assembly versions of the budget included a 
higher allocation for the State College system and raises for State 
employees, including State College and University faculty. Governor 
Reagan allocated $315 million for the 19 state college campus system 


The 
the Senate version upped it to $337 million 


Assembly raised this amount to approximately $319 million and 


Governor Reagan threatened to veto the entire budget as “‘a last 


resort The Governor said, 


“LT won't close any options 


He accused 


the Democrats of “trving to write language in certain areas that would 
interfere with the Governor's constitutional rights to the item-vetoemg 


or blue-penciling™ of individual budget items 


The Governor's budget calls for expenditures of $6.7 billion for the

million dollars and the Senate budget added $650 million to Governor 


Reagan's spending measure 


Among other items still up in the air is the 


proposal in the Senate budget for a $70.00 raise in State College Fees

Clements immediate plans are to 
put together, in cooperation with 
the EOP Executive Board, 4 
professional full-time staff! to 
“monitor” the services provided 
and insure that the program 1s

Here at SSC, within student government, the Executive Board for 
Environmental and Consumer Affairs has been developed. This new 
board is attempting to bring about an effective change not only here at 
Sac State but within the community 

As a new office we are developing programs and becoming known 
throughout California. Our first successful action was during the recent 
Water Resources Control Board hearings on maintaining minimum flow 
for the American River. The American River has played an important 
part in the heritage of Sacramento State College as well as this part of 
the Sacramento Valley. Out of the many agencies and conservation 
groups we were the only ones to urge and demonstrate a need for the 
river to maintain its current The position we hold is that 4 
minimum flow of 3,600 cfs. must be maintained in order for the diverse 
life forms in ang near the river to survive

The concern for the American River is one of many aspects of the 
battle to preserve a livable environment Phe battles are often long and 
hard. But the environmental movement cannot be just the concern ol 
“nature freaks,” biology students, and the white middle class. It 1s 
something that affects everyone. We all have to drink the water, breathe 
the air, fight congestion and suffer the evils of industrial pollution. One 
prime example of the discriminary factors of the impending ecological 


disaster is freeway construction. They are usually built through low 
income housing areas.
